2. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest the applicant's invention as claimed in detail. Kuo '751, Kuo ' 
313 and Kuo ' 169 are the most relevant prior art references and do not disclose as claimed in 
detail a retaining seat having a wall of the connecting end being formed with a pin hole; a 
stopper installed in the receiving chamber of the retaining seat; an interior of the stopper being 
formed with a via hole; a wall of the via hole being formed with a sliding groove; a guide hole 
being formed at an interior of the locking means; an outer periphery of the rod body being 
engraved with number scales.
